Water Company's New Well Reaches 
Depth of Eighty Feet and Pro¬ 
gress Downward Is Rapid 

Water in rjuantities sufficient to 
prove emliarrassing to the well dig¬ 
gers is lluwiny In the new shaft sunk 
liy A. N. Carter in tlie Little Santa 
Anita Canyon near the upper end of 
Carter's Camp. The well has reaelied 
a depth of about 40 feet. .Mr. (barter 
has installeil an eleetrie motor with 
which to drive the pump whii h must 
l,e kept yoiny most of tlie time to give 
the worHiiieii a ehanee to wrestle with 
till' huuhhrs and shovel gravel into 
the hecKet.

How to Aid Boy In Choosing a Pro¬ 
fession. 

The bent of a boy's mind w ith refer¬ 
ence to what lie would like to lie when 
he grows to uiaiiliooU can liest lie de- 
lenuineil by the pris-ess of eltminatloD. 
I.Ittle iKiys nearly always hope to be 
■loidiers. sailors, iiollcenieu. conductors 
or inotorraeii. rnifornis. brass buttons 
and tirearms attract them. They like 
to think of being heroic Hgures. and 
even inotoruien are heroes in the eyes 
of little urchins. 

Later on in life the boy dreams of 
being a man of power. Money appeals 
to him more and more. This is the 
time to begin, the process of elimina¬ 
tion. Put down on paper a list of fifty 
or more occupations covering the wid¬ 
est possible field and arranged alpha¬ 
betically. Under A. for instance, would 
be placed actor, animal trainer, artist, 
autlior; under B would be found 
butclier and baker, and C would carry 
chemist, cariienfer. carriage maker, etc.

boy. Let him weigh these things In I he 
busiiu'ss that are pleasing against 
those that are not. Give lilm tliree 
days to tliink It over. .At the end of 
that time tlie boy will be prepared to 
say finally that It is an occupation 
which doesn’t appeal to liini or that 
be iiii.glit like it. 

Iion’i force him to eliminate. Before 
the end of the list is ratiched and 
serious thought has been given to all 
the occu|)atlous he will have satisfied 
himself that four out of ever.v live ap¬ 
peal to him not at all. They may be 
stricken from the list. 

The occupafioiis remaining should 
then be taken up as a new list nod 
eonsidered again even more seriously. 
If ten remain a week’s time could well 
he given to the eonsiderntinn of eaeli 
one. Furtlier elimliiatlous would re¬ 
sult. Finally only two or lhn*e would 
rem.aln. Gut of tills iminlier a youth 
will make a seleelioii to ids liking. 

This method of helping a tmy find 
wliat he wants to lie lias lieeii adopted 
liy many sclioolteachers in New York 
and New Eugluud.
